Java is quiet following Che 
flare-up of sporadic fighting in 
northern Batavia during the 
night, but the picture is blacker 
and more omfnous with tens of 
thousands of trigger-happy In- 
donesians heavily armed and de- 
termined to revolt,

is the Serviceman to do with’ 


himself when ashore or off-duty 
from his barracks? —Genoral 
Festing told his sudience at 
the Catholic Centre, what gées 
almost without saying, that pro- 
vided he can spend his time in 
decent, healthy pleasure, he will 
always do so in proference to 
other Jess desirable methods of 
passing the time. In this 
matter, Hong Kong Is not_with- 
out experience. The Colony 
has always been both a barracks 
town and a naval port, in the 
English sense of these terms. 
Only the few whose whole plc- 
ture is distorted by a freakish 
incident here and there need 
therefore to be reminded ‘of the 
qualities inherent in the men of 
all branches of the Services 
and of the lamentable stupidity 
and injuatice of condemning 
the many -- or cyen condemn- 
ing any of them at all — for 
the human failings of the odd 
one oor two. Under present 
conditions in the Colony, it 
takes a perverse point of view 
indeed to pick on the occasional 
fault when, in fact, the credit 
side of the ledger has go much 
to show, Actually, we should 


be making onr excyses, and im- fF, 


pressing zipon tho man in uni- 
form that he is not walking the 
streets of a normal Hong Kong, 
and that the severe restrictions 
on What the Colony has to offer 
nguingt eonditions in happier 
and more comfortable times arc 
to be found partly in the 
breakdown of normal means 
of transportation, partly, per- 
haps mainly, in the tem- 
porary absence of almost 
the entire British resident com- 
munity. To the problem, in- 
sofar as it constitutes a pro- 
blem, there never has been any 
final solution. The ideal, of 
course, is that the Serviceman 
on his arrival here should gra- 
dually, in the same ‘way as any 
other Individual freshly here 
from Homeside, make his own 
social contacts and frankly take 
such part in the normal social 
life of the community as his 
dutica and his personality allow. 
In the past hundreds have done 
so, and, at the end of their 
tour, have left Hong Kong with 
very sincere regrets, In the 
future, we feel sure, hundreds 
will share that experience, for 
what it may be worth. At the 
present — time, unfortunately, 
there is no British community 
social Hife in any true sense, 
and, pretty lousy lot as we may 
be, Hong Kong is hardly o bet- 
ter place for it. We have there- 
fore, to invite our friends of 
the Services to bear with us, to 
realise that the Hmitations are 
not of our choosing, and that wa 
do quite genuinely deplore the 
fact that they are thrown so 
much upon their own resources 
in secking diversion.

H.M.8. Challenger (Cmdr, C. 
W. Sabine, 0.B.E., R.N.,.Cap- 
tain) was criginally built for 
the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries as an Arctle Research 
Ship. She hag seen service on 
Miniatry work off the Labrador 
Coast. 

She has been, for the war ycars, 
n hydrogtaphical survey vessel, 
with 28-foot motor-bon% equ ed 
avith ocho ‘ sounders which have 
averaged 8,000 miles each 
depth sounding treks throughout 
the last year that have completely 
surveyed Torres Straits, eppel 
Harbour in Singapore, the mouth 
of tho Saigon River and, now, 
Hong Kong Harbour. ; 

A complete survoy haa already 
been mado’ of the little harbour 
nt Aberdeen. One snbmergod 
wreek was discovered, about the 
aizo of a coustal Jardine veasal. 

A gonorgl preliminary survey 
estimates the total numbor of 
wrecks in Hong Kong Harbour at 
63, including 19 large vessels. 
Some of these wero sunk in 
American air raids over Hong 
Kong during the Japancse occu- 
pation and a, number were scuttled 
In December, 1041. 


LITTLE DANGER 


Hong Kong harbour, the officers 
told our reporter, is of compara- 
tively ttle danger to shipping os 
most of the wrecks aro c ther not 
completely submerged or their 
locations aro clearly marked. 

A vessel with large displacc- 
ment nosing her way into Hong 
Kong will not give the pilot on 
the bridge as much of o headache 
as one attempting the mouth of 
the Donnni River on her way to 
tho port of Saigon. 

Thoro the United States Air 
Foree had been oven more effec. 
tive, cluttering up the mouth of 
the river with the wreckage of 
most of the Japanese convoy ficet 
used in. the conveyance of ship- 
ments of rice bound, for tho 
Philippines, : 

Tho Naval Base at Singapore 
was also a dificult Job. The two 
principal obstructions thero were 
the wrecks of Japanese cruisers. 
Minor items wore old lorrics, tha. 
had been pushed from the piers 
{nto tho basin, cranes that had 
toppled oVer, and lumps of rubbie 
from bomb damage. 


TOUGH LUCK 


The ship's officera are not with- 
out their load of bitterncss and 
chagrin, They had apent months
